Regulations  adopted  September  23,  1952 

MINK  -  FOX  -  Open  season  on  mink  and  fox  will  extend  from  November  10,  1952 
to  December  31,  1952,  inclusive,, 

MUSKRAT  -  Open  season  on  Muskrat  will  be  from  March  1,  1953  to  April  15,  1953 
inclusive . 

MARTEN  -  OTTER  -  FISHER  -  Closed, 

BEAVER  —  Closed  -  Exceptions  by  permit  only. 

No  closed  season  on  predators;  Coyote,  Wolf,  Wolverine,  Mountain  Lion,  Lynx, 

Weasel,  Skunk,  Badger,  Ferret  and  Bobcat. 

In  addition  to  the  regular  open  muskrat  season  the  lands  lying  within  the 
following  irrigation  districts  shall  be  open  to  the  trapping  of  muskrats  from 
November  10,  1952  to  December  31,  1952,  inclusive;:  Flathead  district  in  Lake  and 
Sanders  counties :  Fairfield  district  in  Cascade  and  Teton  counties::  Valier 
district  in  Pondera  County:Milk  River  district  in  Blaine,  Phillips  and  Valley 
counties;  lower  Yellowstone  district  in  Dawson  and  Richland  counties. 

The  shooting  of  Muskrats  is  prohibited,,  It  is  unlawful  for  any  person 
to  wilfully  destroy,  open  or  leave  open,  or  partially  destroy  the  house  of  a 
Muskrat  or  Beaver 0 

All  federal  preserves  and  the  following  state  preserves  are  closed 
to  trapping;  Sun  River,  Gallatin,  Skalkaho,  Grass  Valley  and  Seeley  Lake. 

EXCEPTIONS  -  Permits  to  trap  on  Federal  Preserves  may  be  issued  by  Federal 
Refuge  Manager.
